ANNUAL REPORT ON THE PROVINCIAL POLICE. 
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To THE HONORABLE L. P. PELLETIER, 
Provincial Secretary. 
SIR, — 


My last report contained, at your request, a complete statement 
of the organization of the Provincial Police Force. I therefore consider 
that it will be sufficient this year to mention the changes in the personnel 
of the force and the new duties confided to it. 

On the Ist September, 1892, you sent me a copy of an order-in-council 
informing me that His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor had been pleased 
to order that in future the Provincial Police would consist of twenty-two 
men, under the same control as formerly, and would have entire charge of 
the Legislative buildings, the Government thereby dispensing with the 
services of the night watchmen, day porters and a certain number of the 
guards in the Quebec gaol. 

In obedience to these instructions I appointed seven new constables, 
and I replaced two others whose services were no longer required in the 
force. We now have two sergeants and seventeen constables. Therefore, 
to complete the number of men mentioned in the order-in-council of the 
27th July, 1892, we require three other appointments of constables, which 
may be made as the needs of the service require. 

These appointments will certainly become necessary if more of the 
doors in the public buildings are kept open, or if the Government hands 
over the guarding of the Court House to the Provincial Police. 

The force is at present divided for ordinary and daily duties into two 
squads, each consisting of a sergeant and eight constables. This leaves 
but one constable for duty at the courts, which is certainly not enough. 
Iam compelled every day to take from the squad off duty the constables 
required for service of process for the criminal courts, for arrests and for 
transport of prisoners. In the same way, all duties outside of Quebec have 
to be performed by the constables who are supposed to be off duty. 

I must say that the men of the force have hitherto displayed great 
willingness in this respect, and 1 have but to congratulate them on the 
efficient and intelligent manner in which they have performed the various 
duties of their respective offices. 

The discipline in general has given me much more satisfaction than 
formerly, and I have every reason to believe that the new constables will 
follow the example of the older ones, and will in the performance of their 
duties display that obedience to orders and absolute punctuality which are 
the first qualities required of them.

In the sixth column are the names of the grantor and grantee. When - 
the document is merely a royal ratification this is indicated by the letter “R.”” 
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The letter “ C”’ to the right of the column indicates that the document 
is a concession en censive & en fief. 

The letter “O” in the same place shows that changes have been made 
in the concession. 

The letter “ V” to the right indicates that concessions were made out- 
side the limits of Canada. 

The letters “O” and «V” indicate that the concession was made 
outside the limits of Canada and was afterwards brought with the Crown's 
domain.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER OF PROVINCIAL POLICE 


HONOURABLE L. P. PELLETIER, 
Provincial Secretary, Quebec. 
SIR, 


I have the honour to forward you the statistics showing the services 
of the Provincial Police for the first half of the year 1893. 

The Provincial Police force now consists of 3 sergeants and constables. 
By the order in council passed in 1892 the force was to consist of 22 
in all. There are therefore 3 vacancies to be filled. As the number and 
the nature of the duties of the force are continually being increased I 
think it is necessary to fill these vacancies by appointing three constables, 
and I beg your permission to make these appointments. 

Since my last report I have appointed constablePatry a detective in our 
police force with the rank and pay of sergeant. This appointment became 
necessary through the increase of business which requires a secret service 
in the district of Quebec. Constable Patry knows French and English 
equally well and has been for several years specially employed by me for 
special detective service, so he was thoroughly qualified for the promotion. 
His activity and zeal in the performance of the duties of his office have 
since proved that this appointment will give perfect satisfaction. If 
Iam authorized to fill up the number of the force, I propose to appoint 
another detective so as to improve the service, in so far as regards the 
administration of criminal justice. 

Iam happy to inform you that the system of guarding the interior 
of the public buildings by our force, by day and night, has also given 
great satisfaction. The principal officers of the Department of Public 
Works, have several times informed me that since the inauguration of 
this system there have been no complaints like those which were so 
frequent under the old system. No one can get into the buildings after 
office hours, without special permission from a Minister or head of a Depart- 
ment and the names of those who get such permission and the time they 
spend in the building outside of office hours can easily be seen in a 
tegister kept for the purpose. The constables on guard at night have, on 
two occasions, prevented accidents which, without such presence, might 
have caused serious material damage. 


PE. 
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I have observed a great improvement in the discipline of the members 
of the force. This is in a great measure due to their better understanding 
that their position depends entirely on their good conduct and their 
capacity for performing their duties and not upon political or other pro- 
tection which they might have. 

I have no remarks to make with reference to the nature of the duties 
performed by the force during the first half of the present year, except that

- FIRST REPORT OF Dr CATELLIER CHARGED WITH THE 
SUPERVISION OF THE VACCINE INSTITUTE OF STE. FOYE. 


To the President and Members of the Board of Health 
, of the Province of Quebec. 
Gentlemen, 

Your Board at the meeting of the 4th April last, instructed me to 
visit the Sainte Foye Vaccine Institute from time to time and, in the 
name of the Board, to exercise a general supervision over the establish- 
ment. I have therefore the honour to submit the following report: 

I have paid ten visits to the institute since I have assumed the duty 
of supervision. These visits were made on the following dates: 6th 
April, 28rd April, 27th April, 29th April, 4th May, 17th May, 1st June, 
6th June, 17th June and 20th June. 

Four of these visits were unexpected. Upon another occasion, I 
was accompanied by Dr Beaudry the inspector of the Board; on still 
another occasion I accompanied the President of the Board. 

The Vaccine Institute is situated on Sainte Foye road at about a mile 
from the toll-gate of that name in the municipality of Notre-Dame, on the 
property and a little in rear of the residence of Dr E. Gauvreau, the 
director and proprietor, who receives from the Province a subsidy of 
$2,000 per annum. 

Until quite recently the establishment was under the Department 
of Agriculture. It is now under the control of the Honorable Provincial 
Secretary who has confided the supervision of it to the Provincial Board 
of Health. 

It occupies one half of a wooden building about 60 feet long by 20 
feet wide, the other half being occupied as a stable for the animals 
belonging to the director. The place is small but is well lighted, white- 
washed with lime and heated in winter. It contains three principal 
apartments: 1. A waiting stable with two stalls where the animals to be 
inoculated are kept under observation and are examined by the vete- 
rinary surgeon; 2.

his vaccinations, but which is now on the recommendation of the 
President of the Board, being completely altered so as to constitute a 
small laboratory where the implements and instruments of the establish- 
ment, the tubes, etc., will be kept. 

The flooring of the stables where the animals are kept is of soft 
wood and not of hard wood or better still of cement. This paving 
under the animals slopes slightly to the rear to a gutter behind them, 
which I am informed by the director conveys the urine by an under- 
ground drain to a cesspool some distance from the establishment. This 
drain also carries off the rain water from the roof and from the spouts 
of the director’s house. 

The water for the director’s family and for the animals is taken from 
a well between the house and the stable 25 or 80 feet from the latter. 
This well of about 15 feet deep, is of masonry and cemented with hy- 
draulic cement. The director is proud of the clearness and excellence 
of the water, which it seems, has been analyzed by Monsignor Laflamme, 
professor of Laval University, who is said to have made a favorable 
report on it. Nevertheless, owing to its proximity to the stable, I think 
it would be prudent to submit it to a bacteriological examination. It is 
true that the soil, which is sandy, is of a nature to assure considerable 
filtration between the stable and the well. 

Before concluding these few remarks as to the premises of the Vac- 
cine Institute, I am happy to add that Dr Gauvreau has had several im- 
provements made since the Spring. Thus, since April, the outside of the 
building has been painted, the interior whitewashed and the surround- 
ings put in order. 

The litter under the animals is often renewed. In fact even at my 
unexpected visits, I always found it clean and freshly laid. 

Want of means alone has hitherto prevented Dr Gauvreau from 
putting up a modest building exclusively reserved for vaccine purposes. 
Such a building should not be very expensive, but everything in it 
should be so arranged as to maintain the most scrupulous cleanliness. 
™-us the paving and sides should be of cement. 

The divisions of the stalls might be of hardwoord but, better still, 

iron. 

A tank of water, frequently renewed, should be put in the attics 

facilitate frequent washings. 


INOCULATION AND COLLECTION OF THE VACCINE. 
The animals vaccinated at the Sainte Foye Institute are generally 
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heifers from a few months to two years old. The subjects, before the 
operation, are minutely inspected by Dr Couture, veterinary surgeon, 
who allows only perfectly healthy animals to be vaccinated. 

The Director does the inoculation himself and always selects the 
rump as the part to be operated on. The spot is first soaped, shaved 
with a razor and disinfected by means of a brush with a solution of a 
2000th. of sublimate. A last washing is made with boiled water to 
remove every trace of sublimate and then crossed scarifications to the 
number of from 6 to 8 on each side are effected with a clean lancet. 
Long ivory points strongly charged with vaccine from the last crop and 
previously dipped in water to dissolve the vaccine, are strongly rubbed 
several times on the scarified parts. During the operation the animal is 
kept quiet by means of a sling passed under the belly and lifting it 
slightly ; the feet do not leave the ground. 

After the operation a blanket is put on the animal’s back to keep the 
wounds free from the slightest dirt. The vaccine is collected from the 
fourth to the sixth day after inoculation, but previous to that the animal 
is minutely inspected by Dr. Couture. If its health is affected by the 
operation, the vaccine is not allowed to be collected. However such a 
thing seldom happens. 

This is how the vaccine is collected. The director receives, on a 
brush, the drop of lymph which escapes of itself from the pustule or 
comes from beneath the incrustation on the slightest pressure of the 
finger, and spreads it rapidly on ivory points held between two wooden 
supports. Once dry these points are putin close fitting glass jars in 
which they are kept until an order is received for a supply. 

The number of points ordered are taken from ajar and placed in small 
brass tubes and sent by mail. Each of these tubes, contains ten points. 

The director never sends points charged over three weeks. He 
also takes back from the trade the points not used during that period 
and replaces them, without extra cost, by freshly charged points.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY INSPECTOR OF FACTORIES. 


Hon. L. P. PELLETIER, 
Provincial Secretary. 
SIR, 

At the request of the Assistant-Secretary, I have the honour to submit 
this report which, last year, had to be made to the Honorable Commis- 
sioner of Public. Works. 

The sanitary inspection of factories is now under the control of the 
Provincial Board of Health and, like it, is within the jurisdiction of the 
Provincial Secretary’s Department. This is an improvement because, to 
have proper sanitation, it is necessary to have uniformity of direction. 
It is with this idea in view that I proposed to the Provincial Board of 
Health to make the sanitary inspection of factories one of its branches. 
This idea which is now accepted, has certain inevitable consequences. 
In order to be able to direct, the Provincial Board of Health requires to 
know the special wants of our institutions. There is but one practical 
way to obtain this knowledge and that is to have the sanitary physician 
in some way or other attached to it. 

It is evidently not rational that the physician should make the daily 
inspection himself. It would be necessary to multiply the number of 
inspecting physicians to an extent out of all proportion to the amount 
which the State can devote to that service. The only part the sanitary 
physician can play is that of director of the sanitary portion of the 
inspection, that of representative of the Board of Health with the 
inspectors. 

The constant progress of industry so multiplies sanitary problems 
that consultations and dissertations by letter would, in practice, be 
entirely insufficient. 

INSPECTIONS. 

At the few inspections which I made this year I thought advisable 

to take the part of adviser, acting only at the request of the inspectors, 


workmen or employers. 
CLOSETS. 


One of the chief desiderata in the sanitation of factories is the 
introduction of a better system of closets than that now in use. I have 
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Below 65° Fahrenheit, workmen who work sitting are unanimous 
in complaining ; they support better a temperature over 72°. 

The situation of the heated surfaces is also a subject of complaint. 
The floors and the workmen’s feet may be chilly while the head is fatigued 
by too great a heat. This defect is chiefly observed when the workshops 
become cold after a day or two of idleness. 

The draughts caused by the opening of doors, of window ventilators, 
of elevators, the difference of temperature in the various part of a room, 
all give rise to frequent complaints. 

In too many instances again the heat increases greatly when the gas 
is lighted in the afternoon on the shorter days and the present ven- 
tilating systems are powerless to remove this excess of caloric. The 
removal of caloric by admitting outside air it very difficult to effect on 
cold days. There are cold draughts which men working in a superheated 
atmosphere dread with reason. I think that it would be difficult to 
have too minute or too detailed regulations on this score. 

Sometimes the men work under the roof and here arises another: 
drawback. The air superheated at night, becomes impregnated with a 
damp vapour which deposits itself in the shape of frost on the nails 
of the roof during the night and next day falls in the shape of dew on 
the heads of the workmen when they resume work. 


CROWDING, VENTILATION, CLEANLINESS. 


Most of the factories have suffered this year, the number of hands. 
employed has decreased, so I have heard no complaints as to over-crowd- 
ing or ventilation. 

On the other hand I found that most of the tanneries in this district 
are very dirty. Much time and many remonstrances will have to be 
expended before, this industry can, without too much commotion, be 
brought to the state of salubrity exacted in other countries. 

It is in such cases that a regulation should leave much to the inspec- 
tor’s discretion. The working classes have to be protected and this end 
will assuredly not be attained by impeding factories by too stringent 
conditions. In years of crisis such as the present for instance, the 
remonstrances of the inspectors are met by this ultimatum. “ We will 
close our establishment rather than do what you want.” The inspector 

should not be a policeman prepared to act with severity against every 
offence ; he should rather understand his rôle like that laid down by the 
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Swedish law which appoints officers “specially to assist manufacturers 
- by their advice and information in the matter of protecting the workmen.” 
But this latitude left to the prudence of the inspector does not do 
away with the necessity of a regulation ; on the contrary it is necessary 
to have a regulation as full of details as possible to put under the eyes of 
the employer so as to be able to discuss and establish with him a minimum 
of annual improvement to be introduced in order to attain the object of 
the regulation. This regulation is made chiefly for new establishments 
and then principally in the interest of the employer. For it is only fair to 
the latter to point out to him the precauticns he should take to protect 
himself against future annoyance. 

It is precisely a recent observation which suggests the latter consider- 
ation to me. | 

In June last, at the request of the inspector, I visited an industry, 
which renders great services to cities but which is justly dreaded by its 
neighbours; it was a knacker’s yard and I was requested to give a detailed 

‘report. I not only made my observations but also added what, in my 
opinion, should be done to remove all unwholesomeness from the estab- 
lishment. The municipal council of the place, took out a suit on the 
strength of my report. The proprietor who was condemned came to me 
to know what I would require him to do. But an objection arose. Are 

‘orders given on my authority alone sufficient to compel a manufacturer 
to incur the expense of fitting up a new establishment ? 

The conclusion of all these remarks is that a more complete set of 
regulations is becoming more and more necessary. Every year I return 
to the charge because my position of sanitary inspector of factories will 
be of very little use to the workmen so long as its powers and duties are 
not better defined. On this occasion I consider it advisable to add a 
draft of regulations which may serve as a basis for a more elaborate 
work. 

DRAFT OF GENERAL REGULATIONS RESPECTING SANITATION 
IN FACTORIES. 


Article 1. No employer shall employ workmen until he has pre- 
viously furnished the inspector with a certificate that his establishment 
fulfils all required conditions as to salubrity. 

If the establishment is classified as specially insalubrious, such 
certificate shall be signed by the sanitary inspector of factories. In the 
contrary case the signature of a local health officer shall be sufficient.

Article 21.Where there are no water-works, the closets which will 
will be allowed, will be those which offer to the workmen the same con- 
ditions as to the neighbourhood, as regards sanitation and decency. 


SINKS AND VABIOUS BASINS. 


Article 22. The sinks and various basins used in the factories shall 
be trapped before being connected with the soil pipe and the connection 
shall always be by means of a thick piece of metal. 


SOIL PIPE, 


Article 23. The soil pipe shall run through the roof, to open freely 
to the air, shall run down, as far as possible, without an elbow to the 
cellar, receiving in its course, the various connections whose secondary 
pipes must be as short as possible. 

Article 24. The soil pipe shall be about four inches in diameter 
inside, of wrought or cast iron, tarred inside and out. Lead however 
may be used, but not earthenware. 


PRIVATE DRAINAGE. 


Article 25. The collecting drain in the cellar, of a proportionately 
increased size, of wrought or cast iron, shall, if possible, be placed along 
a wall to its exit, descending to the street section by a slope of at least 
three quarters of an inch to the foot.. There shall be a plug hermetically 
closed in each elbow to enable its being cleaned in case of obstruction. 

Article 26. All inside drains, bow] connections, sinks, tanks, soil 
pipes collecting drains and all gas pipes, heat pipes and pipes conveying 
motive power shall be thoroughly air and water-tight. 

Moreover they shall be visible throughout their entire length, so 
that all defective joints, cracks, disturbances and, above all, dirt may be 
seen. 

Article 27. In case of doubt the inspector may exact a certificate 
from the employer. 

OUTSIDE DRAINS, 

Article 28. The exhaust steam and all overplus liquids at high tem- 
perature cannot be turned into the public drains without having been 
previously cooled according to some approved method. 


ll \ 
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Article 29. If the water is of a nature to contaminate, deteriorate or 
obstruct the public drain, it shall, before being turned into it, be subjected 
to a treatment which must be approved in the case of each factory. 

Article 30. When there is no public drain and when the surplus 
liquid from a factory is of a suspicious character, the inspector shall call 
upon the sanitary physician to ascertain what he should authorize, 
exact or tolerate in each particular case. 


TEMPERATURE, HYGROMETRY. 


Article 31. Unless special circumstances shall require it, the tempera- 
ture of the workshops shall vary only from sixty-five to seventy degrees 
Fahrenheit. The air shall not be too dry nor too damp. 

Article 32. In Summer, when the windows on the south side heat 
up the room, the inspector may, on complaint of the workmen, order 
blinds or other shades to be provided. He may also order screens to be 
put up for protection against heat from certain machinery, ovens, etc. 

Article 33. In Winter when the work is interrupted, the furnaces 
shall be lighted on the previous evening, so that the walls shall be free 
from frost whon the work is resumed. On the other hand the heating 
shall be turned off or reduced, an hour before lighting the gas in the 
afternoon, when gas is used for lighting. 

Article 34. When no stoves are used, the heating surface must be at 
the foot of the outer walls. | 

Article 35. Hygrometric thermometers shall be used in workshops 
where the nature of the work requires a- certain tolerance as regards 


dampness. 
ATTICS. 


Article 86. Attic rooms must have a tight ceiling with an air space 
above, to isolate it from the roof. 


GROUND-FLOOR. 


Article 37. When there is no cellar, the flooring of the ground-flat 
must be raised at least one foot above the soil. The vacant space 
must be provided with ventilators and the soil protected from surface 


water. 
BASEMENTS. 


Article 38. Basements used as workshops must exceed the level of 
the sidewalk by one half in height, be well lighted and ventilated and 
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privileged shops, but in practice what should be the limit ofthe exigencies 
of regulations so as not to hinder industry.

OTHER SUBJECTS OF STUDY. 

When this problem of general regulations shall be successfully 
solved, our industrial sanitation will have made great progress, but 
there will still remain a number of important questions to decide. I note 
the following : 

Classification and division of our industries into three categories, according 
to their danger. inconvenience or insalubrity ; laws and regulations on the 
work of children and women in factories and classification from that point of 
mie ; laws and regulations respecting working hours in factories ; special 
prescriptions for establishments which are particularly insalubrious, etc. 

Here is abundant matter for future study and this study is all the 
more pressing, that my experience as a physician and that of many of 
my colleagues, leaves me under the impression that, in the employment 
of women and children in workshops, for instance, there are abuses which 
urgently require stricter regulations.

Mr. JULES CLOUTIER’S SCHOOL.

Honourable Sir, 


I have the honour to report that, in conformity with your orders, I 
kept a free night school in St. Roch, during the months of December, 
January, February and March. The number of days the school was open 
was 85, for the four months. 120 pupils are enrolled; out of the number 
45 were discharged, for want of an assistant professor. 75 pupils thus 
followed the course in this school. Out of this number 50 attended 
two thirds of the time. The average daily attendance was 55. 25 learned 
English reading, dictation and translation. 14 followed the book- 
keeping course. 18 did not know how to either read or write; and at 
the closing of the classes, those pupils could read fairly well, wrote in a 
very passable manner and knew the four simple rules. Of 86 who fol- 
fowed the English course, 25 read and translate with ease, and can write, 
almost faultlessly, the dictation which is given them. All the pupils 
who have followed the book-keeping course have done so with advantage 
and are ready to take positions in that line. 

In a word, in my humble opinion, and with twenty six years expe- 
rience as a professor,of which more than twenty were in Quebec, I consider 
that the free night schools, when well managed, render good service, 
especially in the towns, to the poorer classes, who are obliged to work 
before having gained sufficient knowledge to allow them to fulfil the 
various duties which their employers require from them, and whose wages 
do not allow them to pay for night schools, always too expensive for 
their limited means. It is also a precious boon for poor workmen, who 
do not know how to read, write nor figure, to be able to attend the classes, 
they who are hardly able for provide to the maintenance of their families. 
If you could see, as we do, with what diligence, ardour -and thirst for 
knowledge, if I may so exprees myself, these good fathers, advanced in 
years for the most part, strive hard to acquire the knowledge which 
is indispensable for their work; with what eagerness they receive the 
explanations which the professors give them to guide them in their work,
